Miss Grace Don- 
nan, registrar, says she expects the 
class', which will cloro with 88 reg­ 
istrants, to be more than full by the 
opening date, February 11, with a 
waiting list for the fall semester 
which will open in September. 
DIRECTOR Or NURSING 
Mrs. Matthews Is a registered 
nurse and holds the degree of bach­ 
elor of science to nursing from the 
University of Buffalo. She hat a 
master’s degree from teachers col­ 
lege, Columbia university. For sev­ 
en years she has been a director of 
nursing education in eastern Ameri­ 
can hospitals and during 'the past 
year she has been conducting a 
course to vocational nursing to San 
Francisco similar to the one which 
is being started here. 
Aa authorized by the last ses­ 
sion of the Legislature, the educa­ 
tional aspects of the training pro­ 
gram include 120 hours of element­ 
ary life science, 40 hours of hygiene, 
20 hours of nursing ethics and 120 
hours of nursing procedures, all of 
which will be taught by Mrs. Mat­ 
thews. 
Other. prescribed courses include 
80 hours of nutrition and tha funda­ 
mentals of dietetics, to be taught by 
Mrs, Helen Cassidy, 40 hours of 
management of patients, to be 
taught by Dr. John C. Siemens and 
80 hours of fundamentals of speech 
to1 be taught by Dr. Oeorga H. Ball.

On completion of thé year of trafn- 
tog those who qualify will be em­ 
ployed at current rates of pay for 
vocational nurses In the Bay Area. 
If they prefer, they may enter pri­ 
vate nursing practice as holders of a 
state license as "vocational nurse.” 
One need not be a high school 
graduate to enter the training pro­ 
gram, Austin says, although such an 
educational background would be a 
help. Applicants will be accepted, 
however, regardless of previous edu­ 
cation if they are between tha ages 
of 18 and 90 yean.

But most persons in the county who raised their window 
shades during the last five months to check for dear skies w on't 
be surprised to learn the clouds they* 
saw so regularly yielded 41 Inches

The record for this year is five 
inchtfe above the total seasonal av­ 
erage for year» since 1875. 
Moreover, the downpours which 
heve drenched Marin since Septem­ 
ber already measure 
a greater 
amount than wee reached in 52 
of the pait 77 year». 
But oldtimers warn newcomers 
to keep in mind that February, 
March, April, and even May are 
considered rainy months in Marin. 
And although there has been no 
indication from weather forecasters 
that Mirinites should keep their 
umbrellas and overshoes handy, the 
rainfall during the next four months 
might possibly drive the 1951-52 
total above the 87 inch mark to a 
new record. 
LOOK AT RECORD 
This possibility becomes more 
convincing after a look at the rain 
record kept since 1875 by the Bank 
of San Rafael. 
• 
For instance, the record shows 
2114 inches of rain fell in Febru­ 
ary, 1002. During March 14.26 inches 
was measured in 1907 and in April 
of 1880 persons in San Rafael drew 
the collars of their raincoats up 
higher as they were washed with 
14.15 inches of precipitation. 
The high point mark for May 
stands at 6.82 inches in 1915. 
In fact, 12 years since 1875 had 
two Inches or more of rainfall dur­ 
ing May, a month when most per­ 
sons start looking for sunshine and 
rising temperatures. 
One of the most Interesting fea­ 
tures about the rainy seasons in the 
county is not constant complaints of 
the persons who live through the 
season but rather how the intensity 
of the storms differ in various areas. 
At present the record fór San Ra­ 
fael is 41 inches. 
52 INCHES RECORDED 
But in Kentfiekl, four miles south, 
the rainfall gauge kept by Dallas 
Barrett on Rancheria road reads 
51.66, more than 10 Inches over San 
Rafael. 
And in Ross the season’s total is 
recorded at 47.70 inches. Mill Val­ 
ley is in a “light" rainfall area, 
receiving 20.67 inches this season. 
Further evidence of the light and 
heavy wet areas comer, from Joseph 
Soldavini, an engineer with Marin 
Municipal Water district. 
According to Soldavini the gauges 
at Alpine dam set the yearly take 
at 54.98 inches, at Lake Lagunitas 
the records stand at 52.59 and at 
Phoenix Lake 48.40 inches has been 
registered. 
Also, if you were in San Rafael 
January 24 you probably were aston­ 
ished that 324 inches of precipita­ 
tion came down during the day. 
In Kentfield, Barrett said the 
dosage went up to 3.71 inches. By far 
the worst deluge hit Upper Road 
in Ross where Edward G. Schmiedell 
measured the day’s fall at 625 
inches. 
PEAK YEAR: 1946-41 
The peak year of 1940-41 when 
67.53 inches covered the county will 
be long remembered by property 
owners. 
First of all It came on the heels 
of a fall of 53.84 inches which 
caught Marin off guard in 1939-46. 
Secondly the 
wo-year total was 
more rain than the county had 
received in an earlier five year pe­ 
riod. 
But worst of all the two seasonal 
cloudbursts descended on Marin af 
ter the county had experienced its 
most damaging drought since 1175. 
. During 1938-39 only 18.69 inchas 
of rain dampened the homes and 
farms in tha county. 
This dry period ended when the 
skies literally opened late in 1989. 
An article in the Marin Journal of 
that year reported the storms "war* 
bringing good cheer to Marin farm­ 
ers and business people.” 
Another serious situation arises 
by the action of*Ross Valley resi­ 
dents who organized this year to 
find ways of alleviating flood con­ 
ditions which first impressed them 
in 1986 and later again in 1941.

And if all the many Ross residents who fear 
"permanent damage” do everything in their 
power to prevent it—that is, not let their strong 
feelings lead them to do or say things which 
they later will regret-it’s hard to see how the 
permanent damage they fear can come about.

Truman Should 'Practice What 


He Preaches' About Economy 


Warning Congrua to beware of “false economy,** 
President Truman, In his annual economic report 
to the nation’s lawmakers, has asked for a “mini­ 
mum” five billion dollar tax Increase. 
The additional money Is needed, the president said, 
for defense needs and to maintain a sound economy. 
But 111 addition to outright defense measures, the 
ehlef executive called for greater old age benefits, 
adoption of the Brannan farm plan of direct sub­ 
sidias, federal aid to education, federal aid to 
medical education, construction of the St. Lawrence 
Seaway and “aid” to small business. 
All of these proposals are of highly questionable 
Mid. Take the St. Lawrence Seaway, for example. 
Trvm the year One, proponente of this proposal 
have hauled it before congress, vainly seeking its 
adoption. At one time, the Seaway's proponent* 
said It would greatly facilitate the growth of the 
nation* commerce. 
During the depression, the 
Seaway was trotted out ae a wonderful make- 
work project. During World War II, it was vital 
for the defense effort. Bow, we are told, the battle 
to contain Communism require* construction of 
the St. Lawrene 'Seaway. 
It would seem that President Truman’s oouncil 
of eoonomie advisors would spend its time better 
devising means of slashing all non-defense, non- 
essential spending project* from the budget rather 
than promoting wasteful, costly projects like the

St. Lawrence Seaway. Another five billion dollars 
or more tax increase is apt to make America’» 
economy false—false to the point that it collapses 
from sheer over-taxation.—California Feature Ser­ 
vice.

And 
that means fair play not only on the field but in all 
phases of life. Restricting one’s right to play hardly 
follows that pattern. In’ fairness to the PGA how­ 
ever, it must be noted that It yielded in the case of 
Joe Louis. That's a start in the right direction. Now 
let’s hope it keeps going.—World-At-A-Glance.

THE GERMAN GOVERNMENT 
St Bonn has announced two more 
'political conditions that must be 
met before it will agree to the 
European army and to “Integra­ 
tion” with the West. The one 1* 
that France must make a satisfac­ 
tory settlement of the Bear terri­ 
tory. The other is that Germany 
must be given a place of equality 
in the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganisation. 
This should surprise no dine. But 
It will probably -surprise some of­ 
ficials and soldiers In Washing­ 
ton. They will wonder why—six­ 
teen months after we offered to' 
rearm the Oermans—the Germans 
are still putting forward, 'Condi­ 
tions before they are willing to 
rearm. 


ACCORDING TO OUR official 
doctrine we are offering the Ger­ 
mans the greatest thing which on* 
nation can 
give to 
another— 
namely our own guarantee and our 
own assistance in 're-establishing 
them as a military power for the 
defense of their country against 
invasion and conquest. And yet, 
despite the splendor of this offer, 
the Germans are in no hurry to 
sign up. They are measuring our 
eagerness to have them sign up, 
and with considerable skill and 
astuteness they are raising their 
terms to accord with our eager­ 
ness. 
They have in fact reversed the 
roles. They are now announcing, 
in 'installments, the 
terms 
on 
which they, the Germans, will 
eventually be willing to contribuí* 
to the defense of Europe. They 
have learned—because they have 
it explained to them by no end 
of 
visiting 
Congressmen 
and. 
others—that, w* need their troops, 
that theirs are the only reliable 
troops in Europe, 
that 
Europe 
needs their troops, that the world 
needs 
their 
troop*. 
Naturally 
enough, since we think so highly 
of their troops, they have not over­ 
looked what that gives them in the 
way 
of 
diplomatic 
bargaining 
power. 


THERE IS NOTHING reprehen­ 
sible in what the Germans are do­ 
ing. They are doing exactly what 
I hope and believe we would do if 
we were in their place. They are 
doing what a defeated nation will, 
always do If its government 1* in 
the hands, not of collaborator's, 
but of patriotic and clever men. 
Dr. Adenauer is a patriot, and he 
has long been known in Germany 
as “The Fox.” 
Dr. Schumacher 
and the Socialist leaders are also 
patriots and indeed strong nation­ 
alists. 
Despite the party battles on the 
surface, there is, I feel certain, a 
profound, agreement on the vital 
interests of Germany. 
The two 
German leaders are. as we would 
say, woriting the two sides of the 
same street. The street leads to 
the restoration of Germany as the 
leading power in Europe. 


THE FIRST THING that we 
understand about the German for­ 
eign policy, as It is being unveiled, 
.is that it rests on an. estimate of 
the military situation which is 
very different from that which is 
still more or less official in this 
country. 
The German estimate of Russian 
Intentions is substantially '•that 
which Mr. Hoover defined so com­ 


prehensively In his recent broad­ 
cast. The Germans, therefore, de 
not believe in the notion that they 
should raise an army to defend 
Europe at the Elbe. They think 
that probably the Russians will not 
attack because they are deterred 
by the overall power of the United 
States. They know that if the Rus­ 
sians do mean to attack, the one 
place on earth they do not wish 
to fight ia In Western Germany 
between the Elbe and the Rhine. 
They would be sorely tempted,— 
if It were feaaibie-to have an 
army of such great offensive pokref 
that they could fight the Russian* 
in Poland. FaUing that, they want 
to be defended as they are now by 
the American overall guarantee, 
and to use the German army not 
as a military force but aa a diplo­ 
matic instrument. 


THOUGH THE GERMAN army 
does not exist except on paper, the 
German government has been 
using It effectively 
for 
sixteen 
month* in all ite negotiation» with 
the Allies. When the German gov­ 
ernment has gotten all there is to 
be gotten out of arguing about 
an army they have not yet raised, 
they will no doubt begin to recruit 
and to drill some troops. 
The existence of these troop* 
and how to command them, and 
how to pay for them., will then 
become the subject matter of in­ 
tricate and endless diplomatic and 
financial 
negotiation. 
Naturally 
enough, if and when there are ten. 
to twenty German divisions equip­ 
ped with the best American arms, 
it will be the Germans who will 
take over the principal role In 
negotiations 
affecting 
Eastern 
Euroke and the Balkans, and. they 
will have a big say about Africa 
and the Middle East. 


I DO NOT SEE HOW or why we 
should blame the C.rmana for 
making the most of our official 
misunderstanding and miscalcula­ 
tion in Germany. It is not they 
but we who adopted the unpre- 
cedehted and fanciful notion that 
a nation forced to surrender un­ 
conditionally—and 
subjected 
to 
immense destruction and humilia­ 
tion—could within two or three 
years be turned into' a loyal, .active, 
and docile ally. Once we announ­ 
ced. that the free world could, not 
be defended without the Germans, 
then the Germans were in the 
driver’s seat. As long as they 
occupy that seat, as long as their 
troops are deemed indispensable, 
we have no right and. no reason, 
to expect the Germans to be more 
altruistic than any other nation 
would be if it were proclaimed the 
indispensable nation to the future 
of the civilized world. 
I say this, recognising fully that 
there are at least as many good 
Europeans in Germany as In any 
other country. The Germans who 
are good Europeans will not, how­ 
ever, prevañ as long as the mili­ 
tary contribution of Germany to 
Europe is deemed to be paramount 
and 
indispensable. 
The 
good 
European Germans will prevail 
and the unity of a European sys­ 
tem will go forward only if and 
as the importance and the urgency 
of the German military contribu­ 
tion Is reduced to its proper pro­ 
portions. That will be when we 
learn to be no more insistent 
upon German rearmament than 
are the Germana themselves.

Since I am not an engineer, I 
have probably missed a hundred 
things that are wrong with the 
following partial solution to San 
Rafael's flood problem. However, 
it might be interesting for the pro­ 
fessionals to kick around a while, 
if they have not already done so. 
In lower area* there seem to be 
two difficulties: First, there is no 
lower spot for flood waters to go to 
when th* tide is In; Second, there 
Is no way to hold exceptionally 
high tide* out. Both difficultie* 
may be corrected by creating a 
low level basin out of San Rafael 
Canal which, can be drained when 
the tide 1* out and which will 


drain adjoining land for quite a 
while if the tide is h*ld out. Why 
not put a dam and large tide gate 
across the mouth of the canal? 
Leave it open for navigation dur­ 
ing most of the year, but control 
the basin level during heavy rain* 
and high tides? Madera Garden* 
in the Corte Madera marsh area 
seems to have a similar basin or 
lagoon drainage program so it ap­ 


pears to have at least some en­ 
gineering approval.

Gov. Earl Warren said last week 
he was considering asking the leg­ 
islature to cut taxes when it meeta 
March 3 for its budget session. 
And already legislators of both 
p,artl.es have revealed plan* to sub­ 
mit bills calling a reduction in 
state taxes. 
“Revenues are increasing,” War­ 
ren said, “and. we will have a size­ 
able amount of revenue over and 
above current expenses.” 
State Controller Thomas Kuchel 
said the surplus would be In ex­ 
cess of $128,000,000 and might well 
exceed $150,000,000. 
But Warren made it clear the 
matter was still, in, the discus­ 
sion stage and that he has reached 
no .final conclusions. 
“There are a good many facte 
to be taken into consideration, 
some of which are changing from 
day to daF,” the governor said. 
“It is good judgment to form an 
opinion as late as possible because 
in that manner we will have more 
ftcts to act upon,” he added. 
Warren promised he would make 
an “unequivocal” recommendation 
to the legislature at the start of 
Its session.

The legislature has full author­ 
ity to act on all revenue matters 
* at the short budget session. There 
is some question, however, if they 
make any special appropriations 
for items not Usted in the budget 
or in the governor’s call for a 
speeial session. 
Warren has announced he will 
call a special session to run along 
with the budget session. But he 
said, so far ths only items to be 
definitely Included are civil de­ 
fense end reconsideration of the* 


joint tenancy law passed at the 
last session.

Switching over from governor to 
presidential 
candidate, 
Warren 
announced he will 'make a Lin­ 
coln’s day address in Boston and 
possibly one or two speeches in 
New York on a 
brief eastern 
swing. 
The Boston dste is gensrally 
regarded in political circle* a*' a 
choice one. Warren was invited to 
speak by Sen. Leverstt flaltonstall 
—usually considered 
to be 
an 
Eisenhower man. 
Warren denied he held any se­ 
cret conference» with Eisenhower 
backers at th* recent meeting of 
the Republican National Commit­ 
tee in San Francisco, or, for that 
matter, with the backera of any 
other candidates. 
He was still undecided at week’» 
end whether to enter the Wis- 
consin primarle», but veteran po­ 
litical observers predicted he would 
nót.

st. The tackles were Stan Barnes and Dan McMillan while Cort 
fajors and Lee Cranmer were the guards. George "Fat" Latham 
was the dependable center. 
Cocky Charlie Erb, father of a later Cal quarterback, called 
the signals. The late Albert Bryan Sprott plus Irving S. Toomey, 
Jbetter known as "Pesky** and "Crip, * cavorted at halfbacks with 
punting sensation Archie Nisbet and "Duke" Morrison operating 
at fullback. Morrison was the nation’s leading scorer in 1922 with 
18 touchdowns, one field goal, and 22 conversions for 131 points. 
H e still holds the University's all-time scoring mark.

A spokesman for the San Rafae 
Athletic association chatted briefly 
with us the other day about the 
possibility of founding a “Little 
League" of baseball for boys under 
13 years of age in San Rafael which 
if successful, could cover the entire 
county. 
Seems as If the main barrier Is 
finding adequate sponsorship in the 
form of financial backing for such 
a worthy project. It is almost cer 
tain that the SRAA would be able 
to secure the services of its member­ 
ship to supervise the league tyt with 
its finances diminished after last 
year's softball program, any finen 
etal backing would be almost an 
Impossibility. 
We Uked the idea so much that 
we thought It might be a good Idea 
to check into the background of 
the League. Seems as if it wae 
started back in 1939 In Williamsport, 
Pennsylvania, by a native son, Carl 
E. Stotz. Stotz realised that boys 
under 13 needed, more than any­ 
thing else, competition in their own 
age group with field equipment 
trimmed down to their sise. 


WHAT TO DO? . 
Stotz had seen too many young 
tiers sit on the sidelines unable to 
get in the greet game of baseball 
because they were too small or too 
young. He had been a very real 
part of the “heartbreak’* as a kid, 
and, as a man, he’d watched the 
disappointment so often th it he did 
something about it. 
He organised Little Leegue base­ 
ball for boys in Williamsport backed 
by businessmen as a group. At first 
a three-team league with 13 uni­ 
formed players on each team was 
put together. The games were pieytd 
on a diamond two-thirds the sise 
of a regulation field. 
The idea met with immediate 
success and the growth of Little 
Leegue bsseball has been phenom* 
«nal during the pest 13 yews. The 
1951 season, for example, showed 778 
leagues organised comprising 3,313 
teams with approximately 80,000 
boys of 13 and under on the roster 
of regular “first" teams. In addi­ 
tion to this, well over 15,000 beys 
found berths on “farm teams.* 
* THE BENEFITS 
And what are the benefits to be 
derived from such a scheme you 
may ask? Naturally, the first aim 
of Little League Baseball, Incor­ 
porated, is to promote baseball for 
boys. But the real benefits lie in 
Intangibles which become evident 
as the program establishes itself In 
the community. 
* 
We find old-fashioned, grass-root 
Americanism becoming a dynamic 
force in the community and this ap­ 
plies to the adults as well as the 
boys. So far as the boys are eon-

cerned, the application of the prin­ 
ciples of Americanism Is apparent 
for the first call for candidates for 
the team. 
Youngsters from all walks of life, 
without regard to race or religion, 
report for practice with the common 
goal of making the team. The social 
or economic position of parents has 
no bearing whatsoever in this com­ 
petition. 


AUCTION SYSTEM 
As teams are formed, in accord­ 
ance with the prescribed auction 
system, the manager has but one 
thought, and that is “can this boy 
pitch, field, run or bat?" Depending 
upon the size of the town, the pool 
of candidates will include from 100 
to 500 aspirants. 
At the auction of this group pro­ 
gresses, we find teams composed of 
youngster» from every section of the 
town. These boys* interest in their 
teammates parallels that of the 
manager as batting, fielding or 
pitching ability is the only yard* 
stick. 
It would be sUly to say that Lifc- 
tle League makes a pretense of be* 
ing a “cure-all" for juvenile delln 
queney but it has been proven that 
in communities where the program 
Is established, the boys behave and 
make their cities better places to 
which to live.

PRESS HELPS 
The youngster* ere, of course, im 
pressed by the crowds composed of 
their parents (who receive* Juet as 
big a kick out of the program), 
neighbors, and friends who attend 
the games. In fact, the Interest dem­ 
onstrated by the fans has a pro­ 
found effect on the minds of the 
youthful players what with their 
exploits reported by the press and 
other news media. This impresses 
the boye with the certainty that 
they are rather conspicuous indi­ 
viduals in their communities and 
not “just another kid" hanging 
around a vacant lot wistfully hop­ 
ing for a baseball game. 
Little League requires the sup­ 
port of the whole community. It 
is a jealous taskmaster. Manpower

Survey To Be Given 


What do the parents think of our 
high school? What do the students 
want and desire from school? Are 
the teachers satisfied with conditions 
at school? Tnese questions, which 
will be answered along with many 
others, were brought out at the 
poll taken at Tamalpais High school 
last year by the questionnaire given 
parents, students, and teachers. 
Miss Vibeila Martin, director of 
curriculum at the Drake High school 
will give the complete results of this 
survey at the 8 p.m. meeting of the 
Drake High School Parent Teacher 
Association on Wednesday, Febru­ 
ary 6, in the school library. This will 
be the first public announcement 
of the final results. 
One of the questions asked par­ 
ents was, “Are yoQ satisfied with 
the treatment of your child at 
school?” Another was, “How much 
of what your child is studying in 
school do you think will be useful 
to him in everyday living?” Miss 
Martin will explain how the answer 
to such questions as these will be 
used as guides to formulate a cur­ 
riculum to meet the needs of the 
younger generation in this chang­ 
ing world.

‘Of these is a metabolism test, which 
! determines the amount of oxygen 
; consumed by the body when at rest. 
This test usually shows whether

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there is any decrease In thyroid ac­ 
tivity. A teat madfe to learn the 
amount of cholesterol in the blood 
is also helpful in deciding whether 
thyroid extract is needed. 
The new radioactive materials 
have given us another practical test 
for thyroid deficiency. Radioactive 
iodine is taken into the body and 
delicate instruments are employed 
to trace its path and its use by the 
thyroid gland. It has been found 
that this test adequately determines 
a thyroid deficiency, and can be 
used to make a .diagnosis of this 
disorder.

How baby develops and learns will 
depend on baby. 
Just as no two babies look exactly 
alike, so each one is different in 
disposition, in activity, and In the 
ways he responds to people and 
things. And, points out “Infant 
Care," the latest edition of that 
now famous publication of the 
Children's 
B u r e a u 
(Children’s 
Bureau Publication No. 8, 1951) 
which you can obtain from the Su­ 
perintendent of Documents, U.S. 
Government Printing Office, Wash­ 
ington 25, D.C. (20c): 
“If you notice the ways in which 
he is different from other babies, 
you will have more fun out, of 
watching him grow thrfn if you are 
expecting him to smile, and to coo, 
and to double, his weight at the 
same age that another baby you 
know has done these things." 
But it is even more exciting to 
watch him develop. To “grow" and 
to “develop" do not mean exactly 
the same thing. 
A baby grows in size, in height 
and weight. At the same time he’s 
making progress in what he does 
with his mind and body, like try­ 
ing to get hold of a toy, and holding 
up his head. He gains in under­ 
standing and in being able to use 
his eyes, and ears, and fingers. 
ATTENTION NEEDED 
Parents can help this develop­ 
ment along, says the Children’s 
Bureau . . . “Part of a baby’s de­ 
velopment depends on things out­ 
side himself; so a baby left to lie 
in his bed all the time with little 
attention doesn't develop fast. He

Another part of his development 
comes from within, says the Bureau

ter than he will naturally. But they 
can give him surroundings and care 
thaj allow him great freedom for 
using his abilities." 
The way your baby grows is a 
continued story. Only he can tell 
you what Is going to come next. You 
have to wait until he is ready with 
the next chapter. You can’t write it 
ahead of time or guess it from what 
other babies do. About the only 
thing you can be sure of is that the 
unfolding of your baby's powers will 
follow the same general pattern as 
that of all human beings. So, in­ 
stead of looking for a time when 
certain things will appear, look for 
the order in which to expect them.* 
DEVELOPMENTS 
First, hell learn how to lift his 
chin and how to smile; then he'll 
lift his chest and begin to make 
sounds; learn to turn his head in 
the direction from which he hears 
voids* and hold up his head when 
you pull him up by the hands to a 
sitting position. 
Then he’ll learn to reach for and 
grasp an object and laugh out loud, 
as well as rolling over all the way 
from back to stomach. 
Sitting up Is the next big achieve­ 
ment, then crawling and using his 
hands more expertly. Pulling him­ 
self up to a standing position, 
'walking with help and then stand­ 
ing alone and walking alone follow.

Special Technical and Economic 
Mission In Indochina, s ays his 
young wife cringed at the sight of 
lizards sheltering behind pictures on 
the walls and of cockroaches which 
measured * 2’* inches. Peggy and 
Jack were married five years ago 
and were on a delayed honeyihoon 
trip to Europe when Jack hooked 
up with the European headquarters 
of the ECA in Paris and was sent 
off to Saigon in November, 1950. 
“The area was most insecure at 
the time, so Peggy came back to 
the States and didn’t re-join me 
until the spring of last year," Mr. 
Hedges said. “She wasn't afraid 
much of the trouble going on out 
there between the French and the 
Communists. Our t r opi ca l , one- 
story house had metal bars and 
shutters on the windows and big 
circulating fans in the ceilings so 
we could get air, but she never quite 
fell in love with the lizards and 
roaches." 
The French tried hard to make 
Saigon a “little Paris." “We had 
lived in Paris and liked the life — 
the French cheese, wines and lamb, 
but in Saigon these elegances didn’t 
seem to fit in so well," he said. It 
was hot and humid all year around. 


but it was more humid, thus more 
uncomfortable. The young couple 
enjoyed the French work-day, which 
included a siesta from 12:30 until* 
2 pm., and their social life centered 
mostly around light activities at the 
Swimming and Tennis Club. 
Peggy a slender, blue-eyed blende, 
would have liked to have had more 
of a say in the housekeeping of her 
own home, but her husband ex­ 
plained: “Wq had a cook, a No. I 
boy and a laundry boy, all male, all 
pretty good, all French-trained and 
we got the three for 650 a month. 
They followed Peggy's suggestions, 
but the cook got mad every time 
she stepped Into the kitchen." 
There were good things to eat— 
chicken, fish, shrimp, shell-fish and 
European-style vegetables from the 
nearby mountains, but pork chope 
cost something like $4 for three. 
The cook, who was called simply 
“Bep," w h i c h is Vietnamese for 
cook, didn't ever get to understand 
the gas stove, which was fired by 
gas from a big cylinder.
